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FOREWORD 


WHILE  the  permanent  collections  of  The  Toledo  Museum  of 
Art  are  being  slowly  and  soundly  developed  with  the 
knowledge  that  the  objects  of  art  installed  in  the  Museum  will 
stand  the  test  of  time  and  grow  in  importance  and  interest  for 
all  the  future,  the  temporary  exhibitions  are  being  planned  for 
the  instruction  and  edification  of  the  Toledo  public.  They  are 
chosen  from  many  fields  of  art  to  furnish  variety  and  interest. 

This  exhibition  of  French  paintings  has  been  selected  with  the 
experience  of  many  years  of  open  minded  observation  in  Museum 
work,  from  the  collections  of  some  of  the  greatest  galleries  in  the 
world.  These  paintings  have  been  chosen  for  these  galleries  by 
men  of  discrimination  and  ability. 

The  finest  canvases  available  are  included  in  this  collection  which 
gives  Toledo  a  privilege  seldom  offered  outside  of  London,  Paris 
and  New  York. 

The  Toledo  Museum  in  1905  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Durand- 
Ruel  Galleries  showed  a  collection  of  impressionist  paintings 
about  which  the  Director  wrote  in  the  catalog,  “This  present 
exhibition  consisting  of  103  paintings  by  the  greatest  masters  of 
the  impressionist  school  is  one  of  the  most  important  exhibitions 
ever  brought  together  in  this  country”.  All  of  the  painters  in 
that  exhibition  are  represented  in  this  one,  twenty-four  years  later, 
which  is  a  proof  of  the  quality  of  their  work,  Added  to  these 
are  those  painters  of  today  whose  work  is  worthy  to  stand  with 
the  great  and  tested  masters.  That  some  are  not  represented 
who  should  be  included  in  this  collection  is  due  to  the  impossi¬ 
bility  of  securing  sufficiently  important  and  characteristic  canvases. 

The  portrait  of  Antonin  Proust  by  Manet,  and  the  Degas  in  the 
Libbey  Gallery,  the  Loiseau,  the  D’Espagnat,  the  Moret,  and  the 
Heinsius  in  Gallery  III,  the  Jacques,  the  David,  the  Harpignies, 
the  Corot,  the  Dupre,  the  Daubigny,  the  Millet  and  the  Ziem,  the 
the  Dore,  the  Rousseau,  the  Diaz,  and  the  L’Hermitte  in  the  Secor 
Gallery  all  remain  hanging  in  the  permanent  collections. 

The  Loiseau,  the  D’Espagnat  and  the  Moret  were  secured  for  the 
permanent  collection  of  the  Museum  from  the  Impressionist 
Exhibition  twenty-four  years  ago.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
collections  of  Toledo  may  be  enriched  from  the  present  exhibition.
